Jobs that will offer them little op­ 
portunity for advancem ent. 
This was the rep o rt today of 
Leo Stadtherr, census director for 
schools here, who 
said approxi­ 
m ately .5,000 school children 
be­ 
tween the ages of six and 18 are 
m issing 
from 
th eir 
desks 
this 
year 
The m ajority of these are 
teen-age, said S tadtherr. 
"W ar has m ade children w ant 
to work, parents w illing for them 
to quit school and em ployers anx­ 
ious to replace w ar vacancies," he 
e x p la in e d . 
Most of the boys and girls q u it­ 
ting school are going to work as 
m essengers, car-hops and laundry 
w orkers 
dead-end jobs th at will 
offer them little after the war, 
Miss M artha Isjcke, board of edu­ 
cation teacher said. 
"Students m ust be m ade to real­ 
ise th a t they are throw ing away 
their future when they quit school 
lust to take any kind of job m ere­ 
ly for the sake of feeling adult," 
Miss Locke added. 
Although arm ed with a compul­ 
sory attendance law, schools are 
trying 
to enforce 
attendance 
through 
encouragem ent 
rath er 
than coercion. 
Teachers go into tho homes of 
long-absent 
children 
and 
try 
tq 
convince 
parents 
and 
students 
th at education pays. 
High school 
deans 
question 
boys 
and 
girls 
about to drop out of school in an 
attem pt to find reasons for the 
wihdrawal. 
lf the student is quitting be­ 
cause he needs food, clothes 
or 
bus fare, the case often is handed 
to city welfare agencies for solu­ 
tion. 
Lunch rooms in .55 schools pro­ 
vide m eals for those who m ight 
quit because they have no lunch
